Infectious  Disease. 

During  1937  an  important  change,  was  made  in  the  arrangement 
for  hospital  treatment  of  cases  of  Infectious  disease.  The  Urban 
and  Rural  Districts  became  members  of  the  Mid.  Staffordshire  Joint 
Hospital  Board  so  that  in  due  course  all  cases  of  infectious 
disease  will  be  sent  to  a  large  central  hospital.  An  important 
change  was  also  made  in  the  temporary  arrangement  for  hospital 
treatment  of  infectious  disease  cases.  The  Urban  and  Rural  Councils 
have  agreed  to  pay  Stone  Joint  Isolation  Hospital  Board  a  retaining 
fee  in  respect  of  4  beds  and  this  arrangement  has  worked 
satisfactorily  during  the  past  year.  This  means  that  in  practice 
The  majority  of  infectious  disease  cases  are  sent  to  Stone  Isolation 
Hos  pital . 


The  total  absence  of  diphtheria  from  the  town  during  the  year 
was  gratifying.  The  diphtheria  immunisation  scheme  continues  to 
operate.  This  year  83  children  were  Immunised,  the  proceedure 
being  carried  out  in  conjunction  with  the  County  Council.

Refuse  Disposal, 

The  new  refuse  tip  has  not  altogether  been  a  complete 
succoss.  The  process  itself  has  been  completely  devoid 
of  nuisance  but  as  the  result  of  natural  springs  underneath 
the  tip  ar;.:.  offensive  effluent  has  been  carried  down  the  land 
drains,  and  has  given  rise  to  complaints.  The  available  space  in 
the  present  tip  is  almost  exhausted  and  a  new  site  is  essential  • 
water  Supply. 

The  water  supply  to  the  town  is  at  present  fairly 
satisfactory  although  during  the  peak  periods  of  demand  the 
higher  parts  of  the  town  are  without  water.  The  growth  of  the 
town  has  now  left  little  margin  between  supply  and  demand  so  that 
the  whole  question  of  water  supply  will  require  consideration  in 
the  near  future. 

Swimming  Pool. 

It  was  decided  to  close  the  present  swimming  pool  on 
account  of  the  difficulty  of  purifying  the  water  effectively. 

The  pool  however  has  contributed  largely  to  the  amenities  of 
the  recreation  ground  and  many  children  have  learned  to  swim. 

In  view  of  the  trend  of  national  fitness  there  is  a  project 
to  build  a  more  suitable  pool  in  the  near  future  on  a  site  near 
the  north  ende  of  the  recreation  ground.
